This country doctor has the un- 
feigned love of his neighbors, .His 
work and ethics have taeir unquali- 
fied approval, but that’s only part 
of the story.

foreign loans, : 

Such advances of money to for- 
eign nations-may be necessary, but 
why not be realistic about. it this 
time by calling them -“GIFTS"—for 
that is what they really: will be. 
The Congress should fully realize 
this, aud knowing it, will be in- 
clined to. scrutinize more carefully 
eyery proposed advance 
foreign nation. Further, the Con- 
f&ress should make it quite Glear to 
the recipients that these advances 
are outright gifts, coming from a 
generous nation to its Allies, or its 
former enemies, as the case may 
be, 

The American. public, too, must 
understand that any sums advane- 
ed to foreign nations will be out- 
right giftsmoney over the dam, 
never to flow back to us again. The 
public, recognizing this fact, will 
insists that Congress do its duty itt 
restricting these advances to the 
barest possible minimum, 

ff this article suunds a bit hard- 
boiled, please know that { intend 
it to be just that way, Memory of 
the horrible epithet “Uncle Shy-
